Peek, Argo and Elliott had a warrant 
for the negro’s arrest on a charge of 
assault with intent to murder, commit- 
ted on G. W. Brooks, a white man, Sat- 
irday afternoon, and had gone to the 
negro’s home to arrest him when the 
trouble took place. 

The Negro Opened Fire. 

As soon as the negro saw the officers 
approaching he opened fire on them, 
and. the officers replied. The negro, 
1owever, protected, and he fired 
with deadly aim, Peek and Argo soon 
falling dead. They were killed almost 
at the door af the negro’s home.

The eightieth anniversary o: his birtn 
found Dr, Massey in a reminiscent 
mood, In discussing conditions existing 
in the early days of the Jast century he 
said: 

“IT can remember well when there 
were no matches. Upon retiring at 
night the family always covered up a 
good size chunk of fire about six to ten 
inches deep in ashes. Sometimes in the 
morning the fire would be gone out, 
then somebody ha’ to run post-haste 
to the nearest neighbor to borrow a 
piece of fire and run back home to kin- 
die a fire before breakfast could be 
cooked. 

“There were no matches then, either, 
The first matches I ever saw came in 
blocks of two dozen each, costing 26 
Now 25 cents will buy 
two or three thousand matches. This 
was about 1845 or 1846. 

“In those days there were no postage 
stamps. <A letter going 50 miles cost 
6% cents postage. (It was then called 
a “thrip’), from 50 to 200 mifes 12% 
cents, and over that 25 cents, and the 
fellow that got the letter had to pay 
for it. There was no prepayment of 
postage. The good old farmers gener- 
ally got about two or three letters 
apiece-during the year. When postage 
stamps first came about, postage was 
reduced to 5 cents and 10 cents, ' 

‘This was the old stage-coach 
and there were no frallroads. 
fare was 10 cents per mile, and sta,. 
generally went about 80 miles per day, 
stopping for the night at regular sta- 
tions. f took eight or ten days to go 
to Washington city from Milledgeville; 
ten to fifteen from Madison to New 
York or Philadelphia. The first ratl- 
roads changed the fare to 5 cents per 
mile. Such a reduction was the won- 
der of the land. The first railroad 
engines had no headlights nor any 
whistles, and did not run at night. 

‘The other day,I rode from Decatur 
to College Park on a transfer ticket for 
5 nts, a distance of 15 miles. In 
gs ola ante-railroad days, by stage 
this would have been worth $1.50, and, 
the first railroads, cheap at /»s 
cents.

I have now over 100 gallons of vinegar 
made in this manner. A neighbor has} 
made within the last three months over 
2.700 gallons of cider and is now lIet- 
ting it make into vinegar. 

In view of the fact that the pure food 
law will soon clear the market of much 
of the so-called vinegar—but which is 
in reality only a chemical preparation 
—it seems to me that a steady demand 
would spring up should peach vinegar 
be placed on the market. 

The peaches press themselves by their 
own weight and the juice will run out 
by gravity in twenty-four hours, ana 
Dy fixing a trap door to take out the 
pumice and so as to refill, the best 
product yet derived from peaches can 
be secured at absolutely no cost but the 
barrels, as the cull baskets have to be 
emptied from the packing shed. 

Now if the vinegar factories will sup- 
ply us with the 50-gallon barrels we 
will fill them with pure cider and re- 
ship to them and be glad to get 20 cents 
per gallon, or $10 per barrel, or $2,000.- 
000 for the waste product of such a 
crop as Georgia has just harvested. 

A great advantage will be that we can 
cull closer and ship a better article, thus 
saving freight and getting much more 
for only our Dest, while all of our waste 
product will be barreled and bottled 
for future use. 

Our mountaineers tell me they have 
made peach cider for the past fifty 
years when they have had a big crop. 
It seems to me if this vinegar will keep 
as well as the apple, it is a solution 
of a great question, really helping the 
grower to receive not only double that 
he would for canning, but would re- 
ceive 25 per cent more for the selected 
fruit this would leave him. 

The Elbertas seemed to make 3 to 4 
gallons per bushel in this crude pro- 
cedure.

In 
this stupendous work there can be no 
greater agency than the lay press, and 
it jis sincerely to be hoped that the 
good work will be kept up till hygienic 
laws are generally understood and ob- 
served. ;
